Citizens may pre- 
pare themselves for tornado 
destruction, by .staying close 
to their radio and television 
sets to receive tornado warn- 
ings in the area. Frequently, 
a tornado can be seen long 
before it strikes" as a black 
funnel cloud, generally low 
In the sky. 

The Department of Com- 
merce Agency provides the 
"following advice: When -you 
receive a tornado warning, 
seek inside shelter, prefer- 
ably in a tornado cellar, un- 
derground excavation, or 
steel-framed or reinforced 
concrete building. Stay 
away from windows. If you 
are in an office building, 
stand in an interior hallway 
on a lower floor or basement. 
Factory workers should post 
a look-out and move to the 
section of the plant offering 
greatest protection. In homes 
the basement usually offers 
greatest safety. Seek shel- 
ter under heavy furniture 
in the center of the house if 
you have no basement, Keep 
some windows open, but stay 
away from them. Do 'not 
stay in house trailers when 
a tornado warning is receiv- 
ed. In schools, go to an" in- 
terior hallway or basement 
shelter; avoid auditoriums, 
gymnasiums, and other strut:- 
tures^with wide, free-spair 
roots,

A Bill that would have set 
up a Medical Review Board 
for the State, to examine pco r , 
pie In allegedly poor health, 
was defeated in the Appro- 
priation Committee tlds week 
and is now dead for Ibis Ses- 
sion. 

This Bill, 'if it had passed 
Into law. would hijvo cost 
$450,000 to ' implement it 
and been a source, of harrass- 
ment and inconvenience for 
the people of the State. It 
would have made it manda- 
tory for any driver that any- 
one or any Doctor reported 
was * thought Jo have high 
blood pressure, a heart con- 
dition, djabetcs, h o a r i.n g 
problems, etc, to appear be- 
fore them- wherever they 
were sitting and show cause 
why they should be able to 
keep their driver's license. 
We already have a Bill be- 
fore the House to re-examine 
drivers. This would have 
been an unnecessary hard- 
ship, as a lot of people who 
have had a heart attack and.' 
or one of these other ail- 
ments arc under treatment 
and perfectly ablq to. drive 
their automobiles and pro- 
vide for their families' social 
and economic welfare. 

It was* nice for' a change 
to see some sound judgment 
on the part of tills Legislative 
Committee in defeating this 
bad Bill. 

Our Highway System , 
In Jeopardy. 

A series of 32 Bills was 
heard by a committee of the 
Whole House this week that 
would cause a revolutionary 
change in our maintenance 
and building of our highways 
in the Counties and Towns of 
our Stale. It also calls for 
an Increase in our state tax 
on gas from five cents to 
eight cents (plus sales tax). 
It would make all hard sur- 
faced County roads revert to 
tfie Counties for mainten- 
ance. The Stale now has 
them under their road sys- 
tem and is responsible for 
their upkeep. L We who are 
in downstate counties only 
get 12 iter cent of the Motor 
Fuel Tax divided between 
101 counties. We could not 
ever afford to build a new 
County highway again be- 
cause it would take all our 
share of the allotted Motor 
Fuel. Tax to maintain these 
many miles of roads now 
maintained by the Slate. 

The Bills go much further 
in that they would give the 
Slate Highway Department 
complete zoning po.wer with- 
in Vfc miles of any inter- 
section. It would -also allow 
the County and /or the State 
to purchase ground and re- 
move it from the tax roll for 
possible future highway use. 
This, of course,' is all based 
on the fact that we would 
allow them a three cent gas 
tax increase and four cents 
a gallon on dicsel fuel. 

I. was rather disappointed 
and a bit peeved to sec our 
own Lake County appointed 
Road Commissioner, Mr. Mel- 
vi n A ni h t u z, in Springfiel d on 
the taxpayers' money to ap- 
pear as a witness in behalf 
of this radical legislation 
asking us to be brave and 
tax the people this extra gas 
tax. Mr. Amstuz Is another 
example of the appointed 
bureaucratic official who Is 
constantly after new types 
of radical legislation and 
services and mouths the trite 
saying, "the people want it." 

I believe an appointed of- 
ficial should not be allowed 
to lobby, at the tax payers' 
expense, in Springfield for 
Bills or laws that will cost 
the very people who pay his 
salary, more taxes.

In an annual report to the 
Antioch village board, 
Charles Mapldthorpe, head 
of the water department, said 
he felt Antioch might need 
a new water tower in ; the 
near future, and that a ma- 
jor expansion of the sewage 
treatment plant would be. 
necessary by .1970. 

Maplethorpe based his con- 
clusions on the Increase In 
use of water and sewage fa- 
cilities this year as compared 
to last year. If the next year 
showed as great an Increase, 
he said, the additional facili- 
ties would.be necessary, . 

The dally average water 
piimpage for last year was 



390,000 gallons, Maplethorpe 
reported. This was an in- 
crease of 8.5% over 1065. 
"A like increase next year," 
Maplethorpe said, "will put 
the average dully use above 
available storage by 3,500 gal- 
lons a day. ' 

"The treatment plant flow 
showed a decrease this year 
that can be traced to a re^ 
ductlon of storm water in- 
filtration.*' Maplcthorpc's re- 
port continued. "This came 
about by scaling of manholes 
in low areas and the natural 
sealing of some of the new 
sewer lines. I feel this is a 
temporary condition. At 
present the. treatment plant 



is operating at about 4/5 of 
capacity. I feel that before 
1070 a major plant expan- 
sion in addition to the lagoon 
will be necessary." 

In line with state recom- 
mendations, the Village 
Board Is already planning 
construction of a lagoon near 
the sewage plant. The lagoon, 
according to state inspectors, 
will provide for sottling-out 
of some of the nutrients* in 
.the treated sewerage arid will 
help deter the growth of 
algae. 

Maplethorpe reported that 
wells 3 and 4 are operating 
at about l A capacity and on a 
12 hour operating basis will 



produce twice the pre 
daily usage, "Suppiywise," 
he said, "we are in good 
shape. The application of 
aquadene and chlorene has 
appeared to obtain the re- 
sults we were looking for 
and I feel warranto continu- 
ation." 

Maplethorpe also recom- 
mended replacement of por- 
tions of the sewer installed 
in 1017, using new and larg- 
er sewer pipes. ,"I feel this 
would eliminate much of the 
present flooding and stop- 
page problems and also cut 
the infiltration problem to a 
minimum, he said.

Water-supply-, and, soil- 
moisture . conditions were
